Seized in East St. Louis, He Admits pita 
Worthless Checks—Celebrated With 
Officers at Annual Ball. 


When the East St. Louis Police 
Department gave its annual ball 
Thanksgiving eve at Ainad Temple, 
one of the gay celebrants was 
“Capt. Louis Gross,” retired, for- 
merly of the New York Police De- 
partment. In the course of the 
evening he bought several rounds 
of drinks for the boys, sought out 
Chief of Police Michael J, O’Rourke, 
had himself introduced and thor- 
oughly ingratiated himself.as a fine 
fellow. 

Last night the East Side police 
received a telegram from Burbank, 
Cal., to arrest one Louis Gross, 50 
years old, living at 1112 Baugh ave- 
nue. They went there and arrested 
him. Today Assistant Chief-of De- 
tectives Henry Bishop, who had not 
met him at the party, ushered him 
into Chief O’Rourke’s office. 

Gross and the Police Chief greet- 
ed each other as old friends: Bishop 
was amazed, then explained that 
Gross was wanted for passing bogus 
checks. It was Chief O’Rourke’s 
turn to be amazed. Gross readily 
admitted passing worthless checks 
in uBrbank and added he had 
passed some in St. Louis, too, but 
not in East St. Louis. 

When St. Louis police learned of 
Gross’ arrest they found two re- 
ports on him in their files. On Nov. 
22 a man who gave the name Louis 
Gross bought $2 worth of groceries 
in a market at 83722 South Grand 
boulevard and succeeded in cash- 
ing a worthless check made out for 
$21. It was made payable to Louis 
H. Gross, drawn qn the North 8&t, 
Louis Trust Co. by a non-existent 
inspection company at Lambert-St. 
Louis airport. It was signed by 
Gross as. manager.

unsuccessful.attempt to pass a $22 | 


check Nov. 26 at a market at 3358 
South Jefferson avenue. Gross pre- 
sented an “inter-departmental com- 
munication” of a non-existent air- 
craft firm which said that after 
Nov. 8 he would be manager of in- 
spections at Lambert and Curtiss 
airports. The clerk was unim- 
pressed and Gross left hurriedly, 
leaving behind the “inter-depart- 
mental communication.” 

After the Thanksgiving eve ball, 
“Capt. Gross” was the principal 
topic of conversation in the Hast 
Side police station. “Impressed by 


his willingness to treat and his ap- 


parently large bankroll, the police- 
men tried to guess how big a pen- 
sion he was getting. Most of them 
thought it was between $400 and 
$450 a month. He had told them 
that since his retirement he tray- 
eled about the country and enjoyed 
meeting fellow officers, 

When Chief O’Rourke got over 
his surprise today, on learning 
Gross’ identity, he asked him why 
he had passed himself off as a re- 
tired police captain. “O,’ I don’t 
know,” Gross replied, “but as a 
matter of fact, I served for eight 
years on the New York police force. 
Of course, I was ony] a patrolman.” 
Later in the interview, however, 
O’Rourke asked him why he per- 
sisted in signing letters as “Capt. 
Gross.” His answer to that was 
that he used to be a captain in the 
British army. 

After being turned over tq St.

The men and women who taught 
at Heidelberg, Goettingen, Bonn, 
Berlin, Cologne and Breslau are 
scattered through the country, from 
Yale and Harvard to California and 
Stanford, and they are being joined 
by teachers from Vienna, Prague, 
Milan and Rome. 

Shortly after Hitler became Chan- 
cellor of Germany Jan. 30, 1933, the 
“Emergency Committee for the Aid 
of Displaced German Scholars” was 
formed here. Recently it substitut- 
ed the word “Foreign” for. “Ger- 
man” in its title—in recognition of 
events in Austria, Czechoslovakia 
and Italy. 

The committee, headed by — Dr. 
Livingston Farrand, president-em- 
eritus of Cornell Uni ity and 
with Prof. Stephen Duggan, for- 
merly of City College of New York, 

its secretary, insists Ye operates 
seabe at the behest of American in- 
stitutions, not for the refugees. 
55 Get Permanent Jobs. 

In other words, the American Uni- 
versity goes to the committee when 
it needs a certain type of instruc- 
tor and the committee is not press- 
ing for employment of refugees in 
place of American teachers. The 
committee has 3000 applications on 
file, mostly from scholars still in 
Germany, but has placed only 55 in 
permanent posts and an additional 
70 in temporary assignments, 

Through other agencies as well as 
the committee, German professors 
estimated to number 400 are at 
work in this country, either in in- 
dustrial research laboratories or in 
classrooms. 

Dr. Albert Einstein, the mathe- 
matician, and Thomas Mann, re- 
garded by some literary critics as 
the greatest living writer, are per- 
haps the most distinguished. THia- 
stein works at the Institute for Ad- 
vanced study at Princeton, N. J., 
and Mann has lectured there and 
elsewhere. 

Three who died recently in this 
country were Emmy WNoether, 
known as “the greatest woman 
mathematician,” and Eva Fiestl, au- 
thority on extinct languages, both 
of whom taught at Bryn Mawr; and 
William Stern, originator of the “in- 
telligence quotient,” who was at 
Duke University.

University in Exile. 

A result of the flight of intel- 
lectuals from Germany has been 
the establishment in this country 
of an educational institution after 
the German model, Popularly 
known as “Thé University in Exile,” 
it is actually the Graduate Faculty 
of Political and Social Science of 
the New School. for Social Re- 
search. 

It is an institution which fosters 
the German methods of instruction 
of Old Heidelberg and Goettingen 
—which drew American students 
by the hundreds to Germany in 
pre-Hitler days. Its faculty is 
composed of 22 persons, of whom 
16 are German refugees. Three 
are Austrians added this year, one 
is Italian and two are Americans. 

One of the Americans, Dr. Alvin 
S. Johnson, who has been direetor 
of the New School for 15 years, 
created the graduate ’ institution 
which he also heads, shortly after 
Hitler became Chancellor. 

“My theory was that bringing 
refugees here and scattering them 
around the country would tend to 
make second-rate Americans out of 
first-rate Germans,” explained the 
63-year-old educator. “This was 
the only school which could bring 
over an entire faculty.” 

What distinguishes German in- 
stitutions from those of other na- 
tions, he said, was more thorough 
instruction in methods, a more 
philosophical basis, and closer 
touch with ‘practical life; for in 
Germany, professors were public 
administrative officers as well as 
teachers. 


Lectures By Einstein. 

Prof Einstein, although not on 
the faculty, gives talks at the 
school and is regarded as its “best 
friend.” Mann has given a series 
of lectures. 

Outstanding men of the faculty 
are two internationally known eco- 
nomic theorists, Emil Lederer, for- 
merly of the University of Berlin, 
and Eduard Heimann of the Uni- 
versity of Hamburg; Gerhard Colm, 
who conducted a finance laboratory 
at the University of Kiel, and Max 
Wertheimer, who was professor of 
psychology at Berlin. 

Of the three Austrians, the best 
known is Ernst Karl Winter, for- 
mer Vice-Mayor of Vienna and de- 
scribed as representing “the liberal 
Catholic point of view in labor 
and economic history.” In the en- 
tire faculty, 11 are Jews,

The Reynaud 
program is the only solution of the 
economic crisis which does not in- 
volve a virtual dictatorship that 
would regiment the whole French 
economy. The Reynaud program 
could be put into effect by a gov- 
ernment which was clearly na- 
tional; ‘it probably cannot be put 
into effect successfully by the pres- 
ent government without the exer- 
cise of an amount of force which 
might divide rather than unite the 
French people. 

For that reason it would seem 
that, even if M. Daladier has de- 
feated the general strike, France 
must pass through a political recon- 
struction before it can take hold 
of its economic crisis. France will 
have to find a government that is 
thoroughly trusted or there will 
have to be a government which is 
feared and obeyed because it is 
overwhelmingly powerful.

Mummers of St. Louis last night 
attempted to project a hypothetical 
American Fascism, as imagined by 


play, “It Can’t Happen Here.” . Al- 
though others of the five scheduled 
performances at the Wednesday 
Club may develop some spirit, the 
first lacked any threat at all. to 
democratic institutions. — 

The script, developed by Lewis 


and John C. Moffitt for a theater 


at Cohasset, Mass., last summer, 
condenses and combines the ele- 
ments of the novel well enough. The 
first act shows the United States 
on the verge of an election which 
will plunge it into Fascism, with 
Doremus Jessup, the Vermont ed- 
itor who is the hero-of the drama, 
not too eager to break any lances 
against the new “Corpo” state. Act 
II shows.the Corpos. putting the 
screws on Jessup himself and final- 
ly hauling him off to concentration 
camp. Act III indicates rebellion 
against the Corpos and gives Jes- 
sup his freedom in Canada. 

As well articulated as the usual 
non-professional production, the 
Mummers’ play lacks the bitterness, 
the fear, the courage that would go 
with such events in real life. The 
cast is pretty well chosen, so far 
as types are concerned, but few of 
its members, except Erna Roth as 
Lorinda Pike and Harriett Hagan 
as Jessup’s daughter, Mary, bear 
more than fleeting resemblance to 
the rs Lewis developed. 
Alexander Evans plays Jessup.
